Cracking Down On Drinking Drivers 


“ A number of states," according to 


Editorial Research Reports, “are taking 


an increasingly dim view of the drink­ 


ing driver." 
One more or less typical reason is 


an account of a car collision on a Long 


Island, New York, parkway in which 
four persons were killed. Commendably 
facing in the headline a fact some 
papers have been wont to leave to the 
last paragraph, the New York Herald 
Tribune 
records, 
“One 
driver 
was 
drunk." 
H is intoxication was established not 
only by his incoherence but also by a 
chem ical test which showed an alcohol 
blood content of .22 per cent. A recent 
N ew York law m akes any content above 
.15 per cent evidence of drunkenness in 
the case of a driver and considers that 
ability to drive m ay be impaired at any 
level above .10 per cent. 


George Sokolsky Says . . . 


Many other state legislatures a r e 
adopting laws authorizing these chemi­ 
cal tests and often providing that ap­ 
plication for a license implies consent 
to be subjected to such a test in case o f 
suspicion. 
In one sense it m ight be said that 
there were 10,000 reasons last year for 
the enactm ent of such legislation. For 
that is the number of drinking drivers 
the National Safety Council estim ates 
were involved in the 32,000 fatal ac­ 
cidents in 1959. 
Courts usually accept alcohol blood 
content figures only in conjunction with 
other evidence. But increasingly it be­ 
comes apparent, that police should have 
the benefit of such tests in preparing 
their cases — and that society should 
have the protection that conies from 
ruling o ff the road those who so dan­ 
gerously abuse the driving privilege.

In 1920, steel capacity In the 
United States amounted to GO,- 
000,000 short tons: by 1945, steel 
capacity rose to 96,000,000 tons; 
in 1959, it 
was 
147,000 
tons. 
This is realistic growth in capa­ 
city. However, production fluc­ 
tuated. 
In 1920, we produced 46,000,000 
tons; in 1945, it was 79.000,000 
tons; in 1966, It was 115,000,000 
but in 1959, it w as 93,000.000 tons. 
In 1951, we utilized IOO 9 percent 
of steel capacity; in 1959, only 
63.3 percent. 
It is only correct that by 1959, 
the countries which we helped 
to rehabilitate and others should 
have completed their own means 
of production. 
The term growth, then must 
be related first of all to tile ex­ 
istent plant and its utilization; 
secondly, to the purpose of ex­ 
pansion and the intended use of 
expanded capacity and finally 
whether the expansion is for war 
which is waste or for consumer 
consumption which 
is normal 
social use. Just to say that we 
m ust have growth is to say 
nothing clear and specific. 
Our problem is not growth. 
It is to find the m eans to invest 
free American capital in new 
industries. The gov e r n rn e n t 
takes too large a share of the in- 
dividual s income for public use 
and thereby rem oves the incen­ 
tive to invest in new and ex­ 
panding industries. 
Thus, much A m erican capital 
is exported out of the country 
not only for the development of 
industry but for better and larg­ 
er 
returns 
on 
investments 
abroad. When capital is export­ 
ed. it means that jobs are ex­ 
ported — jobs but not the work­ 
ers. 


Therefore a social problem of 
prim e m agnitude is developed, 
namely, 
unemployment. 
Some 
say that the solution for this is 
to limit autom ation. Nonsense! 
Might as well go back to the 
donkey as a c a rrier instead of 
the motor truck. 
What needs to be encouraged 
h©re is the accum ulation of pri­ 
vate capital and the investment 
of that private capital in Amer­ 
ican enterprise. Only by such 
m eans is it possible to maintain 
and increase A m erican indus­ 
try, support our standard of liv­ 
ing; and build g reater and new­ 
e r industries here in this coun­ 
ty.

Nasser,

was silent for a few moments, 
then vigorously shook his head. 
“ I cordially reciprocate your 
desire to see a settlement reach­ 
ed in the Middle E ast.” he re­ 
plied, “ hut if s out of the ques­ 
tion for m e to m eet with th© 
man who ordered his arm ies to 
m arch against my people. I re­ 
fuse to do that.”

Nasser argued

the original partition agreem ent’* 
—which would considerably re­ 
duce its territory. 
This was countered by the 
President with the suggestion 
that a meeting he held to con­ 
sider wily the question of stojv- 
ping the flow of arm s to the 
Middle East.
